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SCHOOL REPORT 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Standish: 


The annual report is herewith submitted: 


_ This is a day of changing objectives in education. 
One of the most discussed subjects is, ““What should be 
included in the course of study.” 


A new State course of study is now in preparation. 
Tentative courses have already been submitted. In this 
work it will be a great advantage to have available the 
results of investigation and research in the field of edu- 
cation during the past ten years. New theories have 
been carefully tested out so that they are no longer in 
the experiment stage. The results have been so con- 
vincing that there seemed to be a need of revising the 
subject matter in textbooks and in the course of study. 
No radical changes have been suggested, but rather 
that the subjects should be correlated with the abilities 
and progress of the pupils, and more thorough training 
in fundamentals. Subject matter has been introduced 
which has a practical relation to everyday life. Faulty 
methods of instruction greatly handicap students. 


The trend of education today is to do away with 
material infrequently used. Much research work has 
been done in determining the place and importance of 
each subject in the course, and instruction no longer 
consists in memorization of facts. It has been recom- 
mended that in teaching arithmetic, subject matter, 
such as cube root, partial payments, compound inter- 
est and matter seldom used, be omitted. It has been 
found in many instances that a subject has been studied 
for the purpose of mental discipline and there has re- 
sulted a waste of time and a loss to the pupil through 
failure to secure more useful knowledge. Yet it is diffi- 
cult to find a course of study that satisfies the require- 
ments of the overcrowded curriculum of our rural 
schools. 
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We have been fortunate in Standish, in retaining 
some of our strong teachers for several years, both in 
the high school and in the elementary schools. The 
results have shown that it was a wise policy to retain 
these teachers and increase the salaries. We have been 
able to retain Principal Rupert Johnson in the high 
school for six years. The standing of our high school in 
scholarship and in athletics has been very satisfactory. 
It requires a number of years to build up a constructive 
school program; to get acquainted with the working 
conditions and the community; and work to the best 
advantage for all concerned. It is for the best interests 
of the town to maintain a strong teaching force without 
any reduction of salaries. In this way we can make our 
schools of more value to the community. In the past 
we changed teachers too frequently for the good of the 
schools. 


The situation has changed in regard to the supply of 
teachers, but there has been no general tendency to re- 
duce salaries. Sometimes schools are run with low- 
salaried teachers with an apparent saving to the town, 
yet with a loss in teaching efficiency and an inevitable 
loss to the pupils. The work of the teacher of real ability 
even at a higher salary is worth much more in the lives 
of the pupils than the difference in salaries would indi- 
cate. 


The Parent-Teacher Association has been most 
helpful in bringing our schools in contact with the com- 
munity. Much credit should be given those who have 
been active in organizing the P. T. A. and have put in 
much time and effort in making a success of the meet- 
ings. We have had excellent codperation from the teach- 
ers and pupils in putting on programs and projects. The 
programs have been very instructive and educational. I 
mention in particular the school program of the Albion 
Howe School; the physical education program and the 
State of Maine program by the Richville School. These 
programs have been a credit to the schools, and we real- 
ize the amount of work necessary in preparation for 
these activities. The attendance has been excellent. 
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All of these school and community activities have 
been made possible during the past year by having 
available such a splendid auditorium, which would take 
care of the large audiences which have attended on 
these occasions. Now we are in a position to appreciate 
the advantage of the annex to the community and real- 
ize how much such an addition was needed. 


We still need more assembly hall seats. After paying 
all outstanding accounts on the annex and finishing the 
stage in part, we had sufficient funds for only one hun- 
dred assembly hall seats. We need at least 150 addi- 
tional seats. 


The assembly hall should be the best room for study 
in the building. In order to use this room in part for a 
classroom, we need students’ desks and seats. 


We have appreciated the generosity of Dr. C. P. Wes- 
cott each year in the prizes which he has given the high 
school. Again we have recently had an evidence of Dr. 
Wescott’s interest in our school and his generosity in 
his splendid gift of the Standard Reference Work and 
Library books and a very instructive chart of chemical 
symbols. These gifts will be a most helpful aid to our 
school. 


The attention of teachers and pupils is called to the 
fact that the library at Richville is available for their 
use, and it is hoped that they will avail themselves of 
the splendid opportunities afforded by it. Through the 
courtesy of Prof. Moody, this library is well provided 
with reference books which have been placed there in 
the interest of the schools in town. 


We have appreciated the interest that has been mani- 
fested in our schools this year and the splendid co- 
operation that we have received.

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SCHOOL REPORT 
REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Standish: 


The annual report is herewith submitted: 


In the present economic situation it is reassuring 
to note what is being accomplished in the field of edu- 
cation. Our schools are not only holding their own but 
a definite progress is noted. The standard of work 
accomplished by teachers has improved notably. There 
has been an increased enrollment, better attendance, 
and fewer pupils are leaving school. There has been 
‘an increased interest in the value of education and 
the importance of education is emphasized more than 
ever at this time. There has never been a greater 
opportunity for the schools to serve the community. 

At this time all of our buildings are in a very good 
condition of repair. Our building and remodelling 
programs have been completed. So the cost of repair 
and upkeep of our school buildings should be consid- 
erably reduced. It would seem desirable to reduce 
these costs as well as those for equipment and supplies 
during the present emergency. Our schools are now so 
well equipped that a reduction in expenditures will not 
impair the efficiency of the work. 


With the present over-supply of teachers, it is pos- 
sible to have an adequately trained teacher for each 
school. A situation favorable to a better standard of 
work. We are positive that today we are receiving 
better returns on the money invested than ever. It is 
true that there has been a considerable advance in the 
cost of education during the past ten years. But these 
increased expenditures are considered justified in view 
of the value of education and the increased demands 
upon our schools. While considering any possible re- 
duction of salaries in view of the difficulty of teacher 
plecement, we should remember the cost of a two-year 
normal training course and the years of successful 
experience of many of our teachers. We are demand- 
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ing more of our teachers in school administra- 
tion than ever before. These additional requirements 
include new subject matter in the course of study; 
oversight of school buildings, and playground activi- 
ties. A very important requirement is the oversight 
of pupils during the noon hour. In addition to class- 
room instruction and routine work, the law requires 
that physical education and recreational exercises be 
given in the schools. Teachers are expected to teach 
music as outlined by the music supervisor. 

The codperation of parents and teachers is requested 
in dealing with communicable diseases. When a dis- 
ease appears in a school it is apt to spread through the 
entire school and cause economic loss through lowered 
attendance, cost of fumigation and burning textbooks. 

The State survey on retardation this year disclosed 
the following interesting facts relative to causes of 
retardation in the grades. When we remember the 
economic loss caused by retardation in our schools, 
these reasons take on added importance. The more 
important causes given in the report on this survey 
were: frequent school changes; sickness; poor health; 
lack of parental influence and lack of application. It 
is obvious that many of these causes can be remedied 
by securing well-trained teachers who will work in 
cooperation with the parents. 

It is pleasing to note the renewed interest in the 
course in music in all schools under the direction of our 
new music supervisor, Mr. H. A. D. Hurd. A very 
definite progress has been made under his instruction. 


OPENING SOUTH STANDISH SCHOOL 


In maintaining the schools the plan has always been 
to maintain the school that would suit the convenience 
of the majority of pupils. At South Standish the dis- 
tribution of scholars was such that it seemed desirable 
to change the plan of conveyance; to close the Elm- 
wood School and reopen the South Standish School. 
This plan would accommodate the larger number of 
scholars as far as accessibility to school was concerned 
and fewer pupils would be under the necessity of con- 
veyance. In the South Standish building the walls and 
ceilings need to be cleaned of smoke and then painted. 
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REPAIRS AND EQUIPMENT 


New assembly hall seats have been secured for the 
high school auditorium. Now large audiences can be 
taken care of without the necessity of transporting 
seats from the town hall. It has been a great help this 
year to utilize the assembly hall in part as a class and 
study room. Heyward & Wakefield student seats and 
desks were secured. These seats were finished in the 
walnut color which conserves the eyesight by elimi- 
nating the glare. Bench seats were secured instead of 
single pedestal seats. These seats are more durable 
and can easily be put on strips in combination with 
the desks. This arrangement makes it possible to re- 
move the seats and desks so that the entire hall can be 
used for school activities. 


We have appreciated the new assembly hall which 
was greatly needed. However, it was apparent that we 
needed a curtain and dressing-rooms for the stage in 
order to put on school entertainments in a suitable 
manner. In order to preserve the stage in its entirety 
it was decided to put up draperies instead of wooden 
partitions. The attractive new curtain and draperies 
have been very much appreciated by the teachers and 
students. The best quality of velour was secured for 
the curtain and front while an excellent quality of repp 
was used for the partitions and the back of the stage. 
The draperies were obtained at a very favorable price. 
The money ($55.88) obtained from the school enter- 
tainment put on under the direction of Mrs. Leah 
Petersen was applied to help pay for the curtain. The 
draperies were obtained from Eastman Bros. & Ban-- 
croft. 

It was necessary to purchase window shades for the 
large recitation room. The low-priced shades in the 
past have not given satisfaction. Adjustable draper 
shades were purchased for this room. These shades 
are of a light color and admit just the right amount of 
light, and are adjustable so that the light is admitted 
without glare from the right direction. These shades 
are constructed out of duck cloth and are so durable 
that they will last for years. It has been difficult to 
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obtain light in this room free from glare on account 
of the gloss paint on the walls and ceiling. 


Some very necessary painting and renovating has 
been done in the Limington Bridge building. The prin- 
cipal’s office in the High School building has been reno- 
vated, and a cabinet has been built into the partition 
in the hallway to serve as a trophy case. The cupola in 
the High School has been closed in so that there is no 
further leaking from this source although the plas- 
tered ceiling in the old building was damaged to the 
extent that some repair work will be necessary. 

We have appreciated the gift to the High School of 
the electric clock by the class of 1931. 


It was necessary to have a eonsiderable amount of 
work done on the furnaces in the Sebago Lake build- 
ing. A new furnace and a new ventilating system were 
installed at the Steep Falls building. It was found that 
it would be more economical to put in a new furnace 
rather than, attempt to repair the old furnace. 


The importance of a good supply of pure drinking 
water was emphasized in one of the recent State bulle- 
tins. Another year an effort should be made to have a 
better water supply for the Sebago Lake Grade School 
building. The work of digging a well has already been 
partly completed, and at a small additional cost a good 
supply of drinking water should be available. 


The two large rooms and hallway of the Sebago 
Lake school building have been painted inside in light, 
attractive colors. A new bookcase and a new primary 
table for seat work and primary grade chairs have 
been secured for the primary room in this building. A 
new reading table was secured for the High School 
assembly hall. On account of the increased enrollment 
in the commercial course in the High School, it was 
necessary to purchase a new Royal typewriter. This 
machine is furnished with the latest tabulating devices.

REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 
To the School Board and Citizens of Standish, 
GREETINGS : 


It becomes my pleasure to await on you with my re- 
port. of the aim, requirements and progress Of the 
music department of the public schools. 


The aim of the course in music is to give sienna 
instruction in sight singing and musical appreciation, 
so that the pupils may have an all-round conception of 
the art enabling them to participate and understand 
it to the highest possible degree. Further to encourage 
those who have exceptional talent to pursue its study 
more extensively, not in singing alone but by taking 
up other instruments. 


I have outlined the following requirements: Instruc- 
tion in sight singing, using the do, mi, sol system: 
Strict rudiments of music, including notation, time, 
rhythm, dynamics, and keys. Music appreciation and 
correlation also form an important part of the course 
giving the less musical pupils an opportunity to enter 
into music study from the broadest angle. 


Just a few words of explanation regarding correla- 
tion: in other words, drawing from a music lesson an 
arithmetic, geography or drawing lesson. It is possi- 
ble to do this with every subject taught, and we have 
conducted many such lessons during the fall term; its 
purpose saves time for the teacher, and strengthens 
and broadens the mind of the pupil along creative lines 
of the highest order. This is pioneer work in Maine 
and New England, and Standish is one of the first 
towns to do such work. At a recent parent-teachers’ 
meeting, Miss Miller and Mrs. Cole of the Sebago 
Lake School gave a demonstration of this type of work. 
This was the second demonstration of its kind given 
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in the State, and put your schools in the position of 
“Creators of History” for the department of educa- 
tion in the State of Maine. 


Music forms an important part of all school and 
community activities. Christmas is the happiest time 
for our boys and girls. Every school and community 
had its Christmas tree and program. The major part 
of all of these programs was music. Every school sang 
the standard Christmas hymns and carols. 


The celebration of the Washington Bicentennial has 
its connection with music. For the remainder of the 
winter term and part of the spring term the lives and 
music of contemporary musicians of Washington will 
be studied. Among the great masters are Bach, Handel, 
Hayden, Mozart and Beethoven, all living and active 
during Washington’s time; and from America, Francis 
Hopkinson, our first native composer and. a close 
‘friend of Washington. 


The High School has a mixed chorus of fifty-six 
voices, as well as a girls’ glee club. A program is being 
formulated for a spring concert to be given with the 
Buxton High School Chorus. The combined choruses 
will number over one hundred voices. 


In conclusion, let me say that the elementary study 
of music has a two-fold purpose: it not only helps stu- 
dents to appreciate the finer branches of art leading to 
better living, but it quickens the mind and gives them 
a command of their faculties that no other study can 
give. 

All of the above work has been and is being accom- 
plished by the codperative efforts of the citizens of 
Standish, the board of selectmen, the school board, the 
superintendent of schools, and an efficient teaching 
staff.

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SCHOOL REPORT 
REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Standish: 


The annual report is herewith submitted: 


Today it is evident that we must adjust our schools 
to a general program of economy and relief from taxa- 
tion. Yet we cannot afford to lower our educational 
standards. Wecan cut down the costs in various wavs. 
We can shorten the school year and we can reduce sal- 
aries. Yet a radical reduction in salaries may mean 
a reduction in efficiency. It is hard for us to compute 
the real value of our schools in dollars; or the service to 
the community of those teachers who have devoted 
many years to the work. Their salaries never have 
been high compared with those paid in other profes- 
sions. Our teaching force is well trained and efficient 
as the result of years of experience. The work that 
they accomplish points to their ability. 

We have a large enrollment in the high school this 
vear, including the post graduate students. Owing to 
the increased enrollment the per capita cost has de- 
ereased. In view of the size of the school the salaries 
paid are not excessive. The amount of work has in- 
creased in all activities. The condition of the school 
with the excellent attendance, with only a few leaving 
school and several students returning to take post grad- 
uate work, indicates the interest on the part of the 
students in the school, and the successful work of the 
teachers. 

We are sure that the teachers realize their responsi- 
bility regardless of the salaries paid, to carry on the 
work to the best of their ability, and maintain the best 
standard possible under existing conditions even if sal- 
aries are reduced to the levels of the pre-war period. 
However, we also recognize the situation from the 
standpoint of the taxpayer. It is hoped that by codp- 
eration we may escape the situation in which many 
towns find themselves at this time, whereby the work 
is retarded and the teachers unpaid through lack of 
funds. We should give the matter careful attention and 
avoid the extreme conditions :—1i. e., too rigid economy 
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on the one hand or failure to cut down the costs where 
there is urgent need. 

We are confronted by a situation in which all sources 
of revenue have been greatly reduced. This is true of 
the State resources. The valuation of the State ($757,- 
289,579.00 in 1930) has been reduced over sixty million 
dollars. The amount of the State school fund to be 
apportioned to the schools will be reduced approxi- 
mately $260,000.00. It is estimated that this will affect 
the apportionment to the towns by 18-20%. It is neces- 
sary for us to face this emergency and recognize this 
situation as inevitable. It would seem that there is no 
cther way by which we can deal with this condition 
save by cutting costs. It is hoped that there will be no 
i1eductions so drastic as to interfere with school prog- 
ress. Our first consideration should be to conserve the 
welfare of the community. For our future good we 
must guard against any action that may cause the chil- 
dren in our communities to suffer a serious educational 
set-back. Curtailment beyond a certain point ceases to 
be economy. 


Experience has taught us that schools run at too low 
costs in teachers’ salaries may be very expensive in the 
end, and educationally may mean an irreparable loss to 
pupils. Changes in teachers many times have been 
costly experiments. Lower salaries in the long run will 
have a tendency to lower our requirements in training 
and impair classroom instruction. Let us remember 
that our schools are of vital importance to the com- 
munity and that any reduction in salaries would only 
affect the individual taxpayer slightly. In order to 
affect a substantial saving a considerable reduction 
should be made in all departments. 


REPAIRS 


A heavy load of work was carried by each teacher in 
the elementary schools at Sebago Lake at the beginning 
of the fall term. It seemed necessary to lessen the 
number of pupils per teacher by separating grades 1 
and 2 from the primary group. The plan of locating 
ancther school in the church vestry has worked out very 
satisfactorily. Fewer pupils have been assigned to 
each teacher so that more time is available for individ- 
ual instruction, and more ground is covered by the 
pupils. A noticeable improvement in the work has been 
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the result, and much better progress has been noted. 
We were fortunate in securing a teacher, who by train- 
ing and experience was particularly well fitted for the 
work. This teacher is a part-time teacher so the cost 
is not as great as for a full-time position. We appre- 
ciate the fact that we have been permitted the use of 
the church vestry for this purpose. Small primary 
tables were constructed and small kindergarten chairs 
were available. This arrangement givés more freedom 
and better working conditions for small children. Now 
that we have the first two grades as a unit the work 
can be earried on as in the kindergarten to a certain 
extent. The vestry was well adapted for a study and 
classroom in most respects, except for light, and this 
difficulty has been overcome by using electric lights. 
The lights were changed and a few other repairs made 
at a small cost. The large heater from Elmwood was 
moved over and heats very satisfactorily. The low ceil- 
ing makes it particularly easy to heat. This plan of 
using the vestry has saved the town the expense of 
building a new school building. A large group of our 
school population happens to be at Sebago Lake, al- 
though the overcrowded condition which was in Miss 
Miller’s room is not at all unusual in the State. Yet 
this year the handicap was greater, owing to the num- 
ber in the first grade where the pupils require a large 
amount of individual attention. 


It was found that the plastering in the recitation 
room over the commercial room was broken, unsightly, 
and in danger of falling. It is a wise policy to make all 
repairs aS permanent as possible. Steel walls are very 
satisfactory in durability and in appearance. Steel seem- 
ed the best material te use for repair work. Enough 
material was on hand for the walls. Boston metal 
in attractive patterns was secured for the ceiling. The 
ceiling was painted.a flat paint in a light cream color 
and a soft diffused light is secured, which is so desirable 
in a study room, with glare entirely eliminated. A very 
satisfactory bookstack has been constructed for stor- 
ing the reserve supply of books. This stack is much 
more convenient for checking and distributing books 
on hand, and it is possible to take better care of the 
books. The fence on the high school lot has been re- 
paired on one side and galvanized iron posts have 
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replaced the cedar posts. The plan of using the wood 
on town lots has worked out in a very satisfactory 
manner in cost of fuel and in conserving the school 
buildings. It has been necessary to replace the fire- 
boxes in the furnaces frequently in buildings where we 
have been using soft coal, where they have been burned 
cut by the intense heat, and it has been necessary to 
clean and paint the walls and ceilings frequently where 
they have been blackened in using soft coal. The old 
steps at the high school building were broken and un- 
safe. New concrete steps have been constructed to re- 
place the old steps. The new steps are very substan- 
tially built and should last many years without any 
repair being needed. A new set of the Book of Knowl- 
edge has been secured for the high school.

To the Citizens of Standish, GREETING: 


It is with pleasure that I greet you with a report of 
the progress of the music course in your schools. 

The first and most important step is to get all the 
boys and girls to sing in perfect pitch. The percentage 
that do not is being overcome by tone drills and indi- 
vidual attention. The important point is to keep the 
classes well leavened with perfect pitch pupils: by do- 
ing this, the monotone condition will never present it- 
self again. 

The second step is to read music. This nearly every 
pupil in Standish can do, beginning with the fourth 
grade, and in some instances with the third. With this 
a careful training in Theory (tools of music) is given. 
My outline for the eight years includes the rudiments 
of music, scale building, dynamics and tempo marks. 
The value of daily contact. with these cannot be over- 
estimated in its relation to the further study of violin, 
piano or voice. 

The third step is to participate in part singing. This 
is the purpose of the entire course. All but two of the 
schools in Standish can sing in two and three parts with 
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ease. This feeds the high school with good readers for 
the more advanced work. 


The high school chorus is much larger than last year 
and is doing much better work. I have divided it into 
three divisions: unison, four part, and girls’ glee club. 
We have sufficient repertoire this year to give a concert 
during the spring term. We furnished music for grad- 
uation and prize speaking. This eliminates extra ex- 
pense for the graduating class and the Alumni Associa- 
tion. 


Christmas is a happy season for all. We sang the 
standard carols in the schools and added some new 
ones. It is my purpose to add to these each year. The 
Standish Corner school gave “‘The Adoration” in the 
Congregational Church. The Sebago Lake school! gave 
a harvest program in the early autumn and the Steep 
lalls school is giving a musicale the last of this month. 


The outstanding event of the year was the pageant 
celebrating the bicentennial of Washington’s birth. 
This was written by your music supervisor and dedi- 
cated to your supervisor of schools, George E. Jack. A 
copy will be found in the State Library and at Wash- 
ington. In this your schools made history for them- 
selves and their town. It needs no review because it 
remains fresh with you who saw it. The lessons of his- 
tory, of culture and beauty it taught the boys and girls 
will make a lasting impression on them. 


I wish here to express my appreciation to the pupils, 
parents, teachers and all who worked with such zeal. 


In closing, let me say that music is one of the few 
things that your boys and girls will take away from 
school which will remain with them through life. It 
will be one of the bright spots. What would life be 
without music? Europe has always taught music in 
her schools. If the present and future generations are 
coming to a five-day week and a six-hour day, they will 
have to look to art and music with the other branches 
of education to take up the spare time. Music is no 
fad, it is no luxury, it is not a necessity, but it is a part 
of life. Many children would never receive any of its 
benefits if it were not for the public schools. Through 
your efforts you have builded well; the condition of 
musie in your schools is such today that you are ready 
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to make rapid strides. The present depression is a 
challenge to us who have dedicated our lives to our 
children and the children of others, to keep our stand- 
ards in the hour of trial to hold the torch of Education 
high, that we may not lose faith with the boys and girls 
whose destiny is in our hands.

SCHOOL REPORT 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Standish: 


The annual report is herewith submitted. 

Education has never passed through a more critical 
period than that in which we are now involved. The 
upkeep of our schools at their present standard and the 
maintenance of salary schedules have become prob- 
lems of vital importance. Surveys are now being con- 
ducted to assist in solving these problems with the least 
burden to the already heavily burdened taxpayer. This 
is a problem not only for us locally, but one which is 
widespread, and in many localities the schools have suf- 
fered severely. Many schools have been closed; many 
teachers unemployed; and many teachers unpaid for 
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long periods of time. We have been fortunate in escap- 
ing some of these conditions, even though some reduc- 
tions have been necessary. 

‘0 We have been able to keep most of our teachers not- 
withstanding adverse financial conditions and reduc- 
tions in salaries. We were fortunate in the high school 
in retaining our teachers. It would not be easy to re- 
place these teachers even under present conditions. We 
recognize the worth of these teachers to the community 
and their loyalty to the school in remaining, even with 
the financial loss to themselves. They have the experi- 
ence which is so essential to successful school work; 
and they have been with us long enough to be thor- 
oughly familiar with the requirements and working 
conditions. 

- Salaries should not be reduced to those low levels 
where the pupils are seriously handicapped. In some 
cases a reduction of 10 or 20% may mean a loss instead 
of a saving through a reduction in efficiency. And yet 
this loss may not be apparent at once. Under present 
conditions our salaries are hardly equal to those paid in 
other lines of work. Under the program of inflation 
and devaluation of the dollar, we have reduced our 
teachers more than was originally intended. We should 
be reminded again of the cost of preparation required 
for teaching. There will be no lowering of the stand- 
ards in requirements; and this, of course, is necessary 
for the welfare of our schools. The requirements may 
even be increased for the purpose of securing a better 
trained personnel of competent teachers. The superior 
results obtained by our well-trained teachers is an evi- 
dence of the value of this training. The trained teacher 
understands thoroughly the technique of instruction 
and the application of child psychology to school 
problems. 


We are very fortunate in not being under the neces- 
sity of that curtailment which many towns have found 
necessary, i. e., closing schools for long vacations, and 
cutting salaries to low levels; and shortening the school 
year to the minimum allowed by the law. We appre- 
ciate the careful consideration which school budgets 
have received, and the support which has enabled the 
schools to continue without their efficiency being im- 
paired by radical reductions. It is obvious that the 
large reduction would be necessary before any sub-

stantial saving to the individual taxpayer could be 
effected. Increasing the size of classes prevents giving 
sufficient individual attention; while shortening the 
school year lessens the educational opportunities of 
children. To meet the present needs and to determine 
the best procedures to carry out the aims of education 
will challenge the best efforts of the teaching profes- 
sion. It would seem that this is no time for retrench- 
ing or cutting down in education. It is only through 
more and better education that we can deal intelli- 
gently with the grave financial problems arising. 

It seems unwise to cut too radically on textbooks and 
supplies. These items are a very small part of our in- 
vestment. Yet lack of good working equipment may 
seriously handicap the teachers and so cause a loss in 
working efficiency. There is no real economy in cutting 
down too much on repair work that is actually needed 
to safeguard the pupils or to prevent deterioration of 
school property. 


RULINGS IN REGARD TO CONVEYANCE 


No municipality and no person employed by a mu- 
nicipality to convey children to school may use a con- 
veyance which provides less than one linear foot of 
seating space for each pupil conveyed at any one time. 

In pleasure cars (so called) used for the conveyance 
of school children not more than two such children 
shall be allowed on the front seat with the operator of 
the motor vehicle. 

School buses shall be equipped with two doors, one 
on the right, to be used for all ordinary exits and en- 
trances, the other at the rear, to be controlled by the 
driver and used only in case of emergency. 

REPAIRS 

We were fortunate in having an unexpended balance 
in the Repair account when the C. W. A. program went 
into effect. This resource enabled us to buy the mate- 
rial by which it was possible to carry on these C. W. A. 
projects, which were giving local employment. Thus 
we were able to complete some important repair work 
and save the cost of labor. It was necessary to shingle 
certain buildings this year and it seemed wise to do this 
work as a C. W. A. project. Asphalt shingles were 
used. These shingles are very satisfactory and they 
will last for many years. Shingles have been purchased 
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for shingling the Albion Howe and Limington Bridge 
buildings, and. finishing the shingling of the Sebago 
Lake building. 

The following buildings have been painted on the 
inside: Albion Howe, South Standish, Harding, and 
Limington Bridge, and the pine finish has been var- 
nished. A. great improvement in lighting conditions 
was noticeable as the result of painting in light colors 
with a flat paint. These colors aid in the proper diffu- 
sion of light and eliminate glare light, and are much 
more satisfactory than the dark colors that had been 
used. We have lacked a convenient supply of drinking 
water in some of our buildings. So wells have been 
dug at Sebago Lake, Richville, and on the Albion Howe 
school lot, and we shall soon have an adequate supply 
of drinking water in our buildings. 

At the High School building: tye ceilings in the com- 
mercial room and in the lower hallway and book room 
have been painted; a cesspool of larger capacity has 
been constructed, and the flat metal roof, which has 
been leaking, will be covered with asbestos roofing 
cement. > 

Two new “typewriters were purchased for the com- 
mercial department, one Royal and one L. C. Smith 
machine. An excellent trade-in value was secured on 
these typewriters for the old machines, which were 
needing repair. The other machines were put in good 
working condition without additional cost. 

New adjustable Draper window shades have been 
secured for the Albion Howe grammar room and the 
Sebago Lake grammar room. These shades are of 
durable duck cloth, and are not easily damaged, and 
they give an excellent diffused light without glare. 


We were glad this year to continue the health work, 
following the toxoid immunization work against diph- 
theria. This year the Tuberculin Test for Tuberculosis 
was given. This work was made possible through the 
efforts of the Nurse of the County Public Health Asso- 
ciation and the Department of Welfare at Augusta. 
The tests were given by Mrs. Marion Oakes of Au- 
. gusta. Number tested: boys, 104; girls, 100; adults, 
15; total, 219; per cent of enr ollment tested, 59%. 
| Total reacting : boys, 3; girls, 4; adults, 3}; total 10 per 

cent, 3% (adults not included in percentage). The re- 
actors were X-Rayed on May 29. |

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 
To the Citizens of Standish, GREETING: 


It is a pleasure to have this opportunity to greet the 
citizens of Standish, and to tell you of the work I am 
doing in your schools. It is not necessary at this time. 
to outline to you the plan of music theory; that has 
been done in previous years. Each year the work has 
developed into a larger and larger department, and I 
have been able the past year to accomplish much. First, 
[am happy to tell you that the percentage of boys and 
girls in the grammar schools that do not sing in perfect 
pitch is very low. It is my object.as time. goes on to 
send one hundred per cent classes to the high school so 
that every student there may be able to participate in 
part singing. 

I know the musical activities of the schools in een 
of your communities are gratifying to you. All of the 
schools do some musical work at their entertainments 
and at the Christmas Season. Some of them I will men- 
tion. The Sebago Lake grammar schools sang the two- 
part Cantata Lindburgh last spring, and this month are 
putting on the opera, “Hansel and Gretel.’’ At Christ- 
mas, Mrs. Watson’s room gave a quaint and beautiful 
setting of the old French carol, “Bring Torches, Jean- 
ette, Isabelle.” The Steep Falls school furnished the 
Baccalaureate music for the high school, and at Christ- 
mas furnished music for the Adoration. Last spring 
the Standish Corner School staged a unique musicale on 
the lawn. This year the chorus in this school is made

up of much younger pupils, but the material is excellent 
and will develop into a unit of fine quality. 

Your High School Chorus is one of the largest in the 
State. This year it numbers sixty-seven; twenty-five 
first sopranos, eighteen altos, and twelve tenors and 
basses. You have all heard this chorus and I feel sure 
that their singing impressed you. This is the only or- 
ganized musical group in your town, and its value can- 
not be overestimated. It has furnished music for six 
occasions that would have cost the school at least from 
fifteen to twenty-five dollars each time, had they hired 
outside music; and of course there is the feeling of in- 
dependence in furnishing your own talent. Only the 
best music is sung, compositions of Bach, Verdi, 
Gounod, and Strauss. For this year’s graduation we 
are preparing “The Heavens Are Telling,” by Hayden, 
and Selections from the opera “Aida,” by Verdi. 

In order that all of the pupils in the High School may 
receive credit for music, I have introduced a course of 
lecture on the orchestra, covering its development, the 
description of each instrument, and its place in the 
orchestra. This course is illustrated by the excellent 
radio in the assembly hall. 

In closing, let me say that the public schools are the 
nation’s musical nursery. In them thirteen million boys 
and girls are studying music. High schools everywhere 
have their glee clubs and orchestras. Your schools are 
a part of that vast army, and I know you are justly 
proud of it. I am proud to be your supervisor and to 
work for a town that is not willing to hamper the 
future of its boys and girls: that group that repre- 
sents the future of your town: that defenseless gi‘tup 
that is depending on us, and our support, until they 
reach the age of maturity. 

I wish to thank the citizens, the teachers, and all who 
are so loyal in helping me to carry out my work.

SCHOOL. REPORT 
REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
_ of the Town of Standish: 


The annual report is herewith submitted: 

The most important accomplishment in the field of 
education for a number of years has been the survey 
of the Maine School Finance Commission. This com- 
mission was appointed by Governor Louis J. Brann by 
authority of the last legislature. This commission was 
composed of fifteen citizens from different parts of the 
State, with President Kenneth C. M. Sills of Bowdoin 
College as chairman. This commission recommends 
more State Aid for schools and relief to the taxpayer. 
They propose to equalize the privileges of school chil- 
dren and equalize the burden of taxation. The recom- 
mendations in brief are: 

1...To guarantee to every community a minimum 
program of $27 per pupil per year in elementary 
schools amounting to $783 per classroom on a 11 mill 
equalized local rate for school purposes ($46 per pupil 
in high schools—the ultimate program to be $45 per 
elementary pupil). This will require approximately 
$400,000 and will affect 20% of the pupils in the poor- 
est schools. This would mean better buildings, more 
adequate textbooks and library books, teaching sup- 
plies and better trained teachers. (The ultimate pro- 
gram for high schools to be $76 per pupil.) 

2. Restoring of State Aid to 1930 level. This would 
require $402,000. 

3. For the Intermediate group between the low 
level and high level schools 25% of what they will ulti- 
mately receive. $400,000 required. The program calls 
for. $1,200,000 to be derived from other than the prop- 
erty tax to increase State Aid. More than $1,000,000 of 
this amount could be used for property relief if com- 
munities desired. The remainder would secure the 
minimum program $27 level. 

Some of the economies recommended by the commis- 
sion for certain communities were: _ 


1. Elimination of small classes in certain subjects.

2. Removal of the requirement that five-year-old 
children be accepted in the schools. 

3. Economy in insuring school buildings. 

4. Economy in conveyance. 

5. Consolidation of schools. 


This program would allocate approximately $2,000 
in new additional aid for Town of Standish. 


SEBAGO LAKE SCHOOL ANNEX 


Permission had been given by the State Department 
to use the church vestry for the primary school as a 
temporary measure. It seemed necessary to construct 
a suitable building for grades 1 and 2 in view of the 
increased enrollment, which it seemed would be perma- 
nent, for the vestry was unsatisfactory in view of the 
standards required by the State, especially in regard to 
ventilation and light. We were unable to finance the 
construction of this building through any help received 
from CWA, PWA, or FERA funds. So a special town 
meeting was called on July 7th and $1,500 was voted, 
in addition to the $2,000 raised at annual town meet- 
ing for the purpose of building an annex to the Sebago 
Lake elementary building; and $3,500 was voted for 
the purpose of installing suitab'e heating, lighting and 
plumbing systems in the Sebago Lake elementary 
school building, making a total of $7,000 for construc- 
tion and remodelling. A building committee was 
chosen, consisting of the Superintending School Com- 
mittee, Mr. Delmont Hawkes, and Mr. Wilbert Libby. 
Mr. Delmont Hawkes was elected chairman of the 
building committee. It was decided to build the build-. 
ing by day’s work rather than by contract; to give 
local employment, and to cut the cost of building. Mr. 
Wilbert Libby had charge of the work, and Mr. Roy 
Boulter was appointed foreman to have charge of erec- 
tion of building. The lumber for the frame was cut on 
one of the town lots. The size of the annex (outside 
measurements) was 31 ft. 4 in. x 22 ft., with a 12 ft. 
ceiling. The material for plumbing and heating was 
furnished by W. L. Blake & Co. 

The old boiler from the high school building was 
used for the heating system. This boiler was found to 
be in excellent condition. This system will be a great 
improvement over heating by furnaces where the 
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rooms were made dingy and walls and ceilings covered 
with smoke from burning soft coal. A septic tank with 
laterals was installed for sewage disposal. It was in 
compliance with the requirements of the State Depart- 
ment that modern plumbing and an electric pump 
were installed. This is a requirement for three-room 
buildings. This modern system is a great improvement 
over the old Kaustine System, which was very unsat- 
isfactory and could not have been used another year. 

The walls and ceiling of the interior of the building 
were finished with Boston Steel metal in attractive 
colors. Steel walls are very satisfactory in durability 
and in appearance. They were painted with a flat 
paint in light colors, and a soft diffused light is secured 
from one side, so that glare light is eliminated. Draper 
adjustable shades of duck cloth were purchased. These 
Shades are not easily damaged, and should last for 
years. Heyward Wakefield seats and desks were pur- 
chased. They are finished in the dark walnut color 
which conserves the eyesight by eliminating glare. 
Slate blackboards were purchased. Slate is much more 
satisfactory and durable than any other material used 
for blackboards, although it is much more expensive 
than hyloplate. Considerable repair and remodelling 
was necessary on the old building. The outside of this 
building was greatly in need of painting. It is a matter 
of satisfaction to the teachers to have the building 
electric lighted to conserve the eyesight of the pupils 
on dark days. All of these improvements in plumbing 
and heating help to safeguard the health of the pupils. 

We have appreciated the excellent codperation and 
assistance which we have received from the building 
committee which made it possible to build this building 
with all modern equipment at such a low cost. 


CWA funds were most helpful last year in saving 
money on the repairs account and in getting some 
useful work done, such as painting the interiors of 
school buildings, diggine wells on school grounds, 
grading school lots and graveling driveways on school 
grounds, and shingling school buildings. We appre- 
ciate having these funds used for schoo! purposes. 

An appropriation should be made another year for 
the purpose of laying a new gymnasium floor. The 
supporting floor timbers have deteriorated as the 
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result of lack of ventilation and the moisture under the 
building. The same situation has occurred in other 
buildings in the State. It has been found difficult to 
ventilate the space under the buildings and secure a 
system of drainage that would keep the floor timbers 
dry. 

It seemed desirable to take advantage of the special 
reduction on typewriters to schools of $10 with a net 
cost of $60 a machine with a good trade-in value on 
the old machines. One L. C. Smith, one Underwood, 
and one Royal were purchased; at the same time the 
other machines were put in geod condition of repair.

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SCHOOL REPORT 
REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Standish: 


In the present economic situation with diminishing 
resources and increased educational costs we are for- 
tunate in being able to continue our schools without 
any serious reduction of school privileges. Many com-. 
munities have been unable to pay their teachers and 
have found it necessary to curtail educational oppor- 
tunities for their pupils and the schools have suffered 
serious loss. 


On the basis of the present purchasing power of the 
dollar, school costs are at a lower level than we may 
have realized. . . . An extract from the State bulletin 
on school costs is given: TRENDS IN SCHOOL 
COSTS (Devaluation of the dollar since 1930 not con- 
sidered) . . . It cannot be denied that there has been 
an upward trend in school costs during the past twenty 
years. Three factors are primarily responsible for this 
increase. The first and greatest factor is, without 
doubt, the depreciation of the dollar. The second is the 
increase in length of school year and in attendance. 
The third is due to improvement of educational services 
such as textbooks, supplies, equipment, transportation 
and a greater variety of courses offered in the schools 
of today. : 7 

In 1930 the dollar was worth approximately 63 cents 
when compared with the worth of the 1914 dollar. In 
other words, a school service costing approximately 
$1.59 in 1930 could have been purchased for a dollar in 
1914. Therefore, in reckoning the difference in cost 
between the program of 1914 and that of 1930 the 
variation should not be attributed entirely to the 
increased cost in school services. The per cent of 
increase chargeable to the fluctuation of the dollar is 
approximately 48.72. The increase in cost due to 
mounting enrollments and attendance is 27.30 per cent. 
Other factors such as textbooks, supplies, equipment, 
transportation and so on have increased the cost 23.98 
per cent. 
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As the result of-school surveys much thought and 
study has been given to School Methods, Standards and 
Courses of Study by educators. Many changes have 
been made and less emphasis is placed on traditional 
subjects. Much subject matter has been omitted from 
textbooks to be replaced by material having more value 
in Everyday Life. Many new subjects have enriched 
the curriculum, and classical subjects have given place 
to courses in Industrial Arts, Home Economics and 
Manual Training, Agriculture and other courses sub- 
sidized by State and Federal Aid. Our high schools are 
no longer regarded as College Preparatory Schools, and 
our greatest progress has been made in secondary 
school education. The high school enrollment has 
increased 2500% in the last forty years. Courses are 
offered which best fit the needs of the community and 
the largest number of pupils in the community. The 
purpose of the public schools is to promote the general 
welfare. 


The importance of the teachers’ work is recognized, 
and today a more thorough training is demanded and 
a longer period of preparation is required. The normal 
schools now require three years of training, and this 
period may be extended to a four years’ course with 
more practice teaching. An economical expenditure of 
the town’s money means not only the securing of com- 
petent and well-trained teachers but the training of 
these teachers after they have become of more value to 
the community through experience. For teacher needs 
certains acquired skills in imparting knowledge as well 
as a knowledge of subject matter. Even in these times 
with a large number of teachers available, it would 
seem to be poor policy to pay extremely low wages and 
lose competent teachers who are hard to replace. 


REPAIRS 
A considerable amount of repair work was necessary 
on the Richville building. The walls and ceiling of the 
interior had become dingy and unsightly from smoke. 
It was found that a section of the radiator of the fur- 
nace had burned out and the smoke was coming into 
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the classrooms through the heat conduits. The radiator 
was repaired and the interior painted in attractive 
colors. 

It was found that certain buildings were greatly in 
need of paint. Three buildings were painted on the 
outside: Steep Falls, South Standish and Richville. 


Upon investigation it was found that the floor tim- 
bers under the high school gymnasium had become 
rotten and weakened by action of fungi due to lack of 
ventilation and the moisture and heat under the build- 
ing. It was found necessary to put in all new material 
and a new floor. The floor timbers were treated with 
three coats of creosote to prevent the growth of fungi. 
Four globe ventilators were installed to secure the 
necessary ventilation under the building to prevent fur- 
ther recurrence of this condition. 


Three new typewriters were purchased this year, 
one new L. C. Smith and two Royal typewriters. The 
special discount of $10 in addition to regular discount 
to schools was received with a good trade in allowance 
for the old machines, and the other machines were 
repaired without additional charge. It is possible to 
save repair bills by securing new machines in place of 
old worn machines. 


The State Department requires high schools to 
expend at least $75 a year in purchase of Laboratory 
equipment, and to expend a minimum of $75 each 
year in purchase of library books. In compliance with 
this requirement library books have been purchased 
and new equipment added to laboratory. 


Other repairs have been: Building a new coal bin for 
the elementary school building at Sebago Lake, the 
purchase of new parts for the electric pump in high 
school building, and covering the flat roof of high school 
building with asbestos paint, grading the lot at Steep 
Falls and clearing the elementary school lot at Sebago 
Lake with ERA funds. 


The cost of conveyance has been increased by the law 
requiring the insurance of motor vehicles used for 
transportation of pupils. The law is as follows: 

Ch. 131. “Sec. 54-a. Motor vehicles carrying passen- 
gers for hire shall procure insurance. The Secretary of 
State shall not register any motor vehicles used for de- 
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livery or hire, except as provided in section 7 of chapter 
66 of the revised statutes, and no person, firm or cor- 
poration shall operate or cause to be operated upon 
any public highway in the State of Maine any such 
motor vehicle until the owner or owners thereof shall 
have procured insurance in a sum not less than $5000, 
or a bond having a surety company authorized to trans- 
act business in this state, or two individuals as sureties 
thereon, in a like minimum sum, which insurance or 
bond shall be approved by the Secretary of State and 
shall indemnify the-insured against any legal liability 
for. personal injury, the death of any person, or prop- 
erty damage, which injury, death or damage may resu!t 
from or have been caused by the operation of the motor 
eS described in contract of insurance or such 
ond.” 

We appreciate this excellent support of our schools — 
which provides all of these educational advantages even 
under the present conditions, in which so many towns 
have been so severely handicapped and where recovery 
is a very difficult problem. It is through such support 
that we may hope for continued progress in education 
to meet the current rapid changes in our social organ- 
ization, and that the work of the schools in preparing 
for social and economic citizenship will increase in 
effectiveness.

This ‘is to certify that I have audited the accounts of 
the selectmen, treasurer and collector of taxes of the 
Town of Standish for the year ending January 30, 
1937, and that the foregoing statements are correct as 
of that date to the best of my knowledge and belief. 

As will be seen by the foregoing statements the sur- 
plus of last year which was $7,120.29 has been used by 
the town this year and at the end of the year 1936-37 
a net town debt of $2,829.80 is shown. 

In view of the fact that due to flood damage and 
other unforeseen reasons it was necessary to authorize 
the town officers. to borrow $1,700.00 on town notes 
which were a direct charge to surplus, and in addition 
to this amount $4,500.00 was appropriated from sur- 
plus for new fire equipment, $2,500.00 of this amount 
being for payment of fire equipment notes and $2,000.00 
being an additional appropriation, together with the fact 
that the town officers were instructed by a special vote 
at town meeting to write off all tax deeds which might 
be considered of doubtful value by a Special Committee 
appointed to inspect tax deeds held by the town, I wish 
to state that the financial condition of the town at the 
end of the year 1936-37 is indeed remarkable and the 
town officers are to be congratulated on the showing 
made during the past year. 

It should also be brought to the attention of the citi- 
zens that the cash position of the town at the end of 
the year is excellent, there being a cash balance of 
$10,434.60. . 

The accounts of the treasurer and tax collector are 
in excellent condition, all receipts and expenditures 
having been properly accounted for and the balance 
due the town is on deposit in the Casco Bank & Trust 
Co. All tax accounts of previous years have been set- 
tled and the balance uncollected as shown by the bal- 
ance sheet is represented for the most part by tax deeds 
of the current year.

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SCHOOL REPORT 


REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Standish: 


The annual report is herewith submitted: 


Much has been accomplished in the last few years 
for Educational Progress in the schools. The curricu- 
lum has been enriched by new subject matter. The 
requirements for teacher certification have been in- 
creased, educational standards raised and better hous- 
ing secured. Yet in many communities adequate sup- 
port of schools has been lacking. A new school finance 
bill has been formulated by the Maine Teachers’ Asso- 
ciation and the Maine Superintendents’ Association 
for the purpose of securing increased support for the 
schools and Property Tax Relief and increased equal- 
ization funds for distressed communities. The amount 
of the State School Fund allocated to each community 
would be greatly increased by this measure—if passed 
by Legislature. 

1. The new bill would provide the establishment of 
a minimum expenditure per unit of instruction of 
$783 in Elementary Schools, $1,305 in Secondary 
Schools—one-half of this amount to be paid by the 
State. (A unit of instruction is a full-time teacher.) 

2. Reimbursement of one-half of the cost of trans- 
portation of Elementary and Secondary pupils NOT 
TO EXCEED $380 per year per pupil. This plan would 
aid consolidation and encourage Secondary School 
conveyance. 

3. Relieve the municipalities by a reduction in local 
appropriations with resulting reduction in property 
tax. 

In 1934 Standish was allocated $2,968 State Schoo! 
Fund. On the basis of 1934 returns, Standish would 
receive $8,398 (if this bill becomes a law). 

We regret losing two of our experienced high schoo! 
teachers. A short time before the opening of the fal! 
term, Miss Hazel Ingalls resigned to accept a more 
attractive position with an increase in salary, and Miss 
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Adelaide Coombs resigned to take up: graduate work 
at Smith College. A shortage of teachers existed at 
this time and it was impossible to secure experienced 
teachers for these positions. Increased financial sup- 
port for, our schools will make it possible for small 
communities to retain their experienced teachers. Miss 
Kathleen Torsey and Miss Constance Murray, Bates 
eraduates, well trained for their respective positions, 
were secured to fill these vacancies. 


REPAIRS 


A large amount of satisfactory repair work has been 
accomplished this year. A large part of this work was 
renovating and painting the high school building. This 
repair work was urgently needed. The outside of this 
building was painted two coats and presents a greatly 
improved appearance. The interior of this building 
was greatly in need of repair. The plastering on walls 
and ceiling was broken and falling in many places, 
and very unsightly. Steel walls and ceiling of attrac- 
tive design have been put up throughout the building. 
The steel has been painted in light attractive colors, 
and the glare has been eliminated and much better 
lighting conditions secured through the properly dif- 
fused light. (A large saving on contract price was 
obtained by purchase of steel of Boston Metal Co. and 
by employing local carpenters. ) 

-Avnew Underwood typewriter was purchased for the 
commercial department in exchange for an old machine. 

It was found to be necessary to remove the old 
Kaustine chemical system at Steep Falls. These sys- 
tems have never proved very satisfactory. It was 
decided to install flush closets and a modern plumbing 
system in order to properly safeguard the health of 
school children according to modern standards. This 
could be done in this building without the cost of 
installing an electric pump or a pressure tank. This 
plan was approved by the State Department of Health. 
A large septic tank was constructed for sewage dis- 
posal, and a sewage field was constructed with laterals. 


RO EXAMINATIONS AND PHYSICAL 
EDUCATION 


Tt was-a very constructive educational step in the 
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line of preventive health work to have complete 
physical examinations given by Dr. E. A. Center, the 
school physician. Such an examination will enable the 
parents to obtain remedial treatment and corrections 
in cases where physical defects and diseases are dis- 
covered. Dr. Center has devoted a large amount of 
time to this work, and a very thorough and complete 
examination has been given. The follow-up work from 
year to year in checking these cases will be of great 
value to the individual and community. 

Health training is very important because it affords 
untold possibilities for establishing lifelong habits for 
health in each individual child. It reaches out to the 
home and community. Health training is too important 
to leave to incidental work. It has a definite place in 
our course of study. The care of health and the physica! 
welfare of pupils should be a matter of first importance 
in our schools. This program should include lessons on 
“Safety on Highways.” Great care concerning proper 
ventilation and heating should be exercised in each 
room to conserve the health of the children. 

We have appreciated the continued support of our 
schools and the appropriations which have made it pos- 
sible to restore some part of the salaries lost through 
reduction of pay, and the appropriation for the 
important work of the school physician, and _ the 
cooperation of teachers.

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SCHOOL REPORT —_,.. 


REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS ~ 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Standish: 


The annual report is herewith submitted: 


The Education Bill presented before the last regular 
session of legislature failed to become a law. However, 
at the special session held in October the State equal- 
ization fund was increased by $200,000. This measure 
provides assistance for the poorer communities, where 
adequate support for the schools is no longer possible, 
notwithstanding a school rate and a municipal rate 
higher than the average for the State. This year the 
average of school rates is .01243; the average of mu- 
nicipal rates is .05736. The school rate for Standish is 
.00821; the municipal rate is .041. 

The ‘towns in this union are in such good financial 
condition that they .will not receive any assistance 
from school equalization. The largest amounts will be 
paid towns with the greatest financial need. 

The law in regard to allocation of equalization is 
as follows: Available equalization shall be apportioned 
to towns wherein a rate of taxation considerably in 
excess of the average rate for the State fails to pro- 
duce a school revenue sufficient to secure a reasonable 
standard of educational efficiency and no town shall 
receive an apportionment unless its municipal tax rate 
shall be in excess of a rate which is 3 mills less than 
the average of for all the towns of the State. The prin- 
ciple is considered right—to aid the towns in the great- 
est financial difficulty. Yet we fail to receive any heip 
in maintaining a minimum program. It is hoped that 
increased support for all schools will be secured at the 
next session of legislature. 

REPAIRS 

It was found to be necessary to change the location 
of the toilets in the Steep Falls building. Owing to the © 
location and installation in the basement, sufficient 
pitch for drainage had not been obtained. Much trouble 
had been experienced as the result. 

The toilets have been placed on the first floor and 
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part of the entry space has been used for this purpose. 
All this additional work was done in a very satisfac- 
tory manner and there should be no further trouble or 
expense from that source. The pitch for drainage to 
the septic tank is now adequate. This tank is of suffi- 
cient size to take care of the school without any atten- 
tion over many years or extra cost. A large end well 
beyond the septic tank was dug and. the drainage ditch 
was partly filled with rocks to aid in leaching and sew- 
age disposal. A reserve water storage tank was in- 
stalled in the basement and a pressure pump to furnish 
an adequate supply of water.. The work was done in a 
_ very satisfactory manner. The system is now working 
perfectly. 

The Limington Bridge: building was remodelled to 
comply with the law by attaching suitable outbuild- 
ings with separate compartments. This building was 
painted on the outside and papered and painted on the 
inside. 

The following buildings were wired for electric 

lights: Steep Falls, Richville, Albion Howe, Harding, 
Limington Bridge, and South Standish. 
All of our buildings are now lighted with electric 
lights. In some of these buildings in the fall term and 
on dark days, the light was very inadequate. And it is 
a matter of satisfaction to have these buildings prop- 
erly lighted. Now that we have the lights we realize 
how much they were needed and how much eyestrain 
is saved, especially at South Standish and at the Hard- 
ing Schools. One of the most important requirements 
in our schools is proper lighting conditions. Insuffi- 
cient light means eyestrain and a handicap to study 
and good work. 


The old furnace at the Albion Howe School was ex- 
amined and it was found that the fire box was burned 
out and the linings burned to the extent that it was 
unsafe to burn coal and the furnace was burned out 
beyond repair. It was decided that it would be expen- 
sive and difficult to repair this furnace so that it would 
heat efficiently and new parts would make a temporary 
repair at considerable cost. Therefore, it was decided 
to install a new furnace. A new Mueller furnace was 
installed by the Portland Stove Foundry Co. In this 
furnace the fire box is protected in burning soft. coal 
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by a lining of fire brick. It is also protected by a special 
radiator which heats very effectively. 

The work of putting up the rest of the steel ceiling 
was completed in the commercial room and in the book 
room. A new steel filing case and supply closets were 
purchased. Records and school supplies are of so much 
importance that suitable equipment for this material 
is a wise provision and a great convenience in filing. 
The new mimeograph which was purchased for the 
High School enables the students to do excellent work. 
They get out the school paper with considerable finan- - 
cial saving and have the training of doing this work 
themselves. The type is clear and legible. This work 
is a help and a saving in the expense of providing sup- 
plementary material for the different courses in the 
High School. Modern, up-to-date equipment is a help 
in all educational work. And it is an incentive for bet- 
ter work. A new Royal typewriter was purchased for 
the Commercial Department. 


HIGH SCHOOL LABORATORY 


We have a splendid High School building with many 
modern facilities. But we still need a better chemical 
laboratory. Our present laboratory does not provide 
sufficient space and it is impossible to ventilate this 
room. There should be a ventilating hood in which 
experiments with dangerous and poisonous fumes 
could be performed. As it is now, the concentration from 
chlorine and other chemicals reaches a dangerous point 
during the double period of laboratory work. And it is 
difficult to remove the fumes by window ventilation. 
This is a serious hazard and some change in location 
should be made at once to avoid any injury to the 
health of students. 

This year, again, we have lost two of our High 
School teachers. It is a handicap to good work to 
change teachers frequently and employ untrained 
teachers. After these teachers have secured the neces- 
sary experience to qualify them for a better position 
they leave us for higher salaries. It would seem wise 
to increase the High School appropriation sufficiently 
to enable us to offer a slight increase in salary and re- 
tain these teachers. We have been very fortunate in 
retaining our Elementary School teachers. These 
teachers are doing excellent work and have the train- 
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ing and experience to qualify them for better salaries. 
There is an actual shortage of Elementary teachers 
today. The wages have not been sufficiently attractive 
to draw a large number into a three-years’ training 
course in Normal School. | 

The town of Standish has given excellent support to 
our schools for many years with liberal appropriations 
for all departments. While many towns have found it 
necessary to cut down in support of schools, we have 
been favored in our resources, and have made some 
definite progress and achievement each year. Some of 
our most important attainments have been: a course 
in music, the building of the High School gymnasium 
for physical education, electric lights in our buildings, 
all of our buildings standardized and all in an excellent 
condition of repair and upkeep. One of our most im- 
portant achievements is the complete physical exam- 
ination given by the school physician. The physical 
welfare of the pupils is our most important consider- 
ation. We appreciate the cooperation and support 
which has made all of these accomplishments possible, 
and enabled us to employ our highly efficient teaching 
force.

To the Board of Selectmen, Standish, Maine: 
GENTLEMEN : 


This is to certify that I have audited the accounts of 
the selectmen, treasurer and collector of taxes of the 
Town of Standish for the year ending January 30, 
1938, and that the foregoing statements are correct as 
of that date to the best of my knowledge and belief. 

As will be seen by the foregoing statements, the net 
town debt of last year, which was $2,829.80, has been 
wiped out, and at the end of this year a surplus of 
$5,355.03 is shown. This has been due to the fact that 
notes amounting to $5,000.00 have been paid by appro- 
priation and the net unexpended balances in accounts 
amounting to $4,744.83 have been credited to surplus. 
It will also be noted that the ministerial and school 
fund, amounting to $1,560.00, has been set up in the 
balance sheet as a liability. 


Much credit is due the selectmen for keeping within 
their appropriations and in many cases showing large 
and unexpended balances. The town is in excellent 
financial condition, having a cash balance of $10,125.27, 
and a reduction in notes payable amounting to 
$5,000.00. 

The accounts of the treasurer and tax collector are in 
excellent condition, all receipts and expenditures have 
been properly accounted for, and the balance due the 
town is on deposit in the Casco Bank & Trust Com- 
pany. 

All tax accounts of the previous year have been set- 
tled and the balance shown by the balance sheet is 
represented by tax deeds of the current year.

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SCHOOL REPORT 


REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Standish: 

It has been very satisfactory to note the progress 
that has been made in providing educational oppor- 
- tunity in the Town of Standish. This year, two very 
worthwhile objectives were accomplished through the 
support of the voters: Namely, the building of the 
high school laboratory and the providing of high school 
conveyance. 


HIGH SCHOOL LABORATORY 

A large amount of time was put in by the building 
committee in determining the location of the building 
and the type of building to be erected. Thirteen meet- 
ings were held. Harold N. Hanold was elected chair- 
man of the building committee and Roy C. Boulter was 
elected foreman to have oversight of the erection of 
the building. Several plans for the location and erec- 
tion of the building were considered. The plan of 
locating the laboratory in the high school attic did not 
seem feasible for several reasons. The first and most 
important consideration was the fire hazard. The law 
requires two separate exits from a room above the first 
floor, so the additional cost of another stairway or a 
fire escape to the ground would have been necessary. 
Then there would have been the additional expense 
of heating and piping to the attic with the possibility 
of frozen pipes; and it was decided that there was 
not sufficient space elsewhere in the building for a 
laboratory. 

The committee met Mr. R. J. Libby of the State 
Department of Education and it was decided to locate 
the laboratory outside of the building. On the recom- 
mendation of Mr. Libby it was decided to build a two- 
story building and provide space in the second story 
for a possible course in Home Economics for the girls 
with courses in cooking and sewing, if the town should 
decide to provide this course at a later date, then such 
a course could be provided with the small cost of fin- 
ishing this room. Towns are tending more and more 
to provide such courses in their schools. Two-thirds 
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of the cost is subsidized by the State and Federal 
Government. 

Another exit was necessary from the high school 
auditorium. By building the laboratory in its present 
location, this need was taken care of in a very satis- 
factory manner. The old iron fire escape was a real 
hazard as a means of exit, especially during the win- 
ter. It was decided to build this building by day labor 
and employ town labor and purchase as much material 
locally as possible. This plan worked out very satis- 
factorily and an excellent building has been secured. 
It is well lighted and ventilated with a hood con- 
structed to take care of poisonous fumes. 

The laboratory tables were made by L. C.. Andrew 
at a great saving in cost; the cost being estimated 
at about 25% of factory prices. These tables were 
covered with composition board painted with acid 
resistant paint. These tables were equipped with 
troughs built of extra heavy sheet lead which is very 
resistant to the action of acids and chemicals. Excel- 
lent supply closets were built for the more expensive 
apparatus. The walls were covered with steel lathing 
and hard plaster, so this room is well protected from 
fire hazards. 

A very important feature in the new laboratory 
was the installing of a system of gas burners. The 
heat for various laboratory needs can be maintained 
at a uniform temperature and regulated to a very fine 
degree by these burners. The efficiency of the work 
has been greatly increased by piping gas into the 
building. We were enabled to have this modern system 
by the splendid codperation of the student body in 
raising part of the money needed for this purpose. 

The walls were painted in a cream color with a flat 
paint so that a soft diffused light without glare is se- 
cured. Draper adjustable shades of duck cloth were 
purchased. These shades are now used throughout 
the entire school building. They are of a light, attrac- 
tive color and the light is properly diffused although 
the material is strong and durable. 

This building has taken care of three things: It has 
taken the classes out of the old laboratory; provided a 
safe exit from the building; and given us at a small 
cost a room to take care of a course in Home Econom- 
ics or another course to fit the needs of pupils today 
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according to modern trends in education. 


HIGH SCHOOL CONVEYANCE 


The cost of conveyance of elementary school pupils 
had been approximately $3,000 a year for several 
years. It seemed desirable to combine elementary and 
high school conveyance and provide a means for high - 
school students living long distances from the high 
school building to attend school at a per pupil cost that 
would not be excessive in view of what was already 
being paid. 

The plan was advanced for conveyance of high 
school students by appropriating an additional sum of 
money and employing larger busses to handle this in- 
creased conveyance. The sum of $1,200 was appyro- 
priated for this purpose. It was difficult to adjust the 
time element at first in a few cases. However, after 
some changes this plan has worked out very satisfac- 
torily. We believe that the drivers are careful and 
realize their responsibility. The two problems most 
difficult to adjust have been; the problem of arranging 
the schedule to permit basketball practice in the high 
school; and the problem of pupils walking to meet the 
bus. The parents and pupils have codperated in a very 
satisfactory manner in dealing with this situation. 

We appreciate the continued support of the schools 
in providing these additional privileges and education- 
al advantages for the pupils in our schools; and also 
the adequate appropriations for the other accounts: 
The repair account which makes possible the upkeep 
of all buildings; sufficient funds for the employment 
of an excellent force of teachers in high and elemen- 
tary schools. These teachers are well supplied with up- 
to-date working equipment. We are fortunate in hav- 
ing a thorough check-up and physical examination. 
Many towns do not have this advantage, and many 
larger communities do not have the complete check-up 
that is made in Standish schools. In the commercial 
course a new Royal typewriter with a longer carriage 
was purchased. This machine gives the pupils practice 
that is necessary and enables the work on the school 
paper and other projects to be done much more effi- 
ciently. By taking advantage of favorable trade in 
prices it is possible to keep our machines up-to-date 
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and actually save on repair bills and keep all machines 
in good running condition. 

The furnace at Richville has been repaired. It was 
necessary to replace the radiator which was burned 
out. The building at South Standish has been shingled. 

We have added to our high school library by the pur- 
chase of a number of new books this year, and pur- 
chased new supplies for the laboratory in compliance 
with State requirements. 

We have been fortunate this year in securing a 
teacher of French who was particularly well prepared 
for this subject. Miss Isabelle Minard has done gradu- 
ate work toward a Master’s Degree and has had the 
advantage of study in France in this subject. When- 
ever possible it is highly desirable to pay a sufficient 
salary to secure a teacher in each department who has 
special training for the work.

GENTLEMEN : 


This is to certify that we have audited the accounts 
of the selectmen, treasurer, and collector of taxes of 
the Town of Standish for the year ending January 31, 
1939, and that the financial standing of the town, as 
shown by the comparative balance sheet, is correct as 
of that date to the best of our knowledge and. belief. 

It will be noted in the Reconciliation of Net Debt 
that the surplus of $5,355.03 at the end of last year 
has been changed to a debt of $4,533.10. This was due 
to the fact that money was appropriated from surplus 
for the overdraft on Bonny Eagle Bridge and for the 
purchase of a new road grader. Also notes amounting 
to $10,538.77 were borrowed for the Oak Hill Road, 
Bonny Eagle Bridge, and the High School Laboratory. 
The selectmen have kept within their appropriations in 
most of their accounts and there were enough unex- 
pended balances to cover the overdraft on the White’s 
Bridge Road of $4,008.37, for which there was no ap- 
propriation, thereby making it unnecessary to borrow 
money for this account. 

The treasurer has accounted for all receipts and dis- 
bursements and the balance shown as due the town was 
on deposit at the Casco Bank & Trust Co. 


The collector of taxes has accounted for his commit- 
ment of $76,958.52 and supplemental tax of $248.86, 
having turned over to the treasurer cash and cash 
credits amounting to $75,328.21 and having uncollected 
taxes amounting to $1,879.17.

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AUDITOR’S REPORT 


February 6, 1940. 
To the Board of Selectmen, Standish, Maine: 


GENTLEMEN :— 


This is to certify that we have audited the accounts 
of the selectmen, treasurer, and collector of taxes of 
the Town of Standish for the year ending January 31, 
1940, and that the financial standing of the town, as 
shown by the comparative balance sheet, was correct as 
of that date to the best of our knowledge and belief. 


The Net Debt at the end of last year, amounting to 
$4,533.10, has been changed to a Net Surplus at the 
end of the current year, amounting to $2,434.24. Notes 
amounting to $4,800.00 have been paid by appropria- 
tion and an additional $539.77 has been paid on notes 
from the General Cash account. The Summary of 
Accounts shows that the selectmen have kept within 
their appropriations in most of their accounts and 
there was a net unexpended balance of $3,681.10 at the 
end of the year. There was, however, a large overdraft 
in the Snow and Ice account. We would recommend 
that a larger appropriation be made for this account. 


The overdraft in the State Aid Construction account 
has been written off this year. This money was spent 
in prior years and was to be reimbursed by the State. 
Due to legislative action the reimbursement unit was 
cut down and therefore was not repaid by the State. 


The treasurer has accounted for all receipts and dis- 
bursements. The collector of taxes has accounted for 
his commitment and supplemental taxes, with the ex- 
ception of $1,587.64 in uncollected taxes.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH 
NURSING SERVICE, 1939 


The public health nursing service covers the nurse 
supervision of expectant mothers, infants, pre-school 
and school age children. The report covers this general 
program. The work is carried largely through home 
visits and child health conferences. These contacts are 
made for the purpose of giving help in meeting the 
health needs of the family through advice and demon- 
tration of methods of care in the home. 


The encouragement of parents in the care of the 
family is most gratefully received. Through the nurses’ 
home visits, medical supervision is urged where needed 
for treatment or correction of defects. 


The importance of using the proper diet for main- 
tenance of health and normal growth is discussed with 
families, and aid given in planning food budgets. 


The protection of children with communicable dis- 
eases, the protection of others from those who are ill, 
and immunization against certain diseases is stressed. 
Whenever possible, child health conferences are held 
with the local people making the choice of examining 
physician and the State Bureau of Health paying for 
his services. The nurse is always alert to any crippling 
condition in children and with the consent of the 
physician, the services of the crippled children clinics, 
which are held in several sections of the State, are 
recommended to the family. 


As other defects are found, the nurse calls these con- 
ditions to the attention of the parents with recommen- 
dations to secure advice from physician or dentist 
regarding care or treatment. In cases where the cost 
of corrective work cannot be assumed by the family, 
the nurse endeavors to enlist the interest of groups or 
agencies to assist in meeting these needs. 


Monthly visits were made. Several new patients 
were admitted to the service, forty-eight in all. These 
included expectant mothers, infants, children of pre- 
school age, school children, and crippled children. 
There were ninety-six visits made to these patients.

This 
support has been consistent at all times even when 
many communities have been greatly handicapped by 
-adverse financial conditions. We have been able to pay 
satisfactory wages to our teachers, and provide excel- 
lent working conditions and equipment, and most sat- 
isfactory of all, we have retained an excellent teaching 
force. We have been able to make some definite gains 
each year through your continued support, in build- 
ing construction and equipment. In this way it has 
been possible to improve the environment for study 
and bring our buildings up to a high standard. 


NEW TRENDS IN EDUCATION 


These are days of testing and evaluation of the sub- - 
ject matter in our schools. There seems to be a ten- 
dency to return to fundamentals and the practical in 
education as in all walks of life. By repeated tests it 
has been found that much subject matter does not have 
a definite place in the lives of the pupils. Many high 
school textbooks in the past have been written with 
the view of college entrance requirements. But the 
excellent textbooks that are available today have been 
written along more practical lines to meet the needs 
of the large majority of students rather than the few 
who want college preparation. At the same time, these 
books meet all college requirements of today. The in- 
dividual welfare of the child is our greatest concern. 
Today we try to safeguard the child’s health through 
physical examination and a course in physical educa- 
tion. Also effective teaching includes guidance in learn- 
ing as well as instruction in subject matter. 

Music in the schools contributes richly to the de- 
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velopment of the child’s personality by creative op- 
portunities in song dramatization, in study of folk 
songs of different people and in music appreciation. 
Through socialized recitations in geography and his- 
tory the pupils learn more than unrelated facts. Today 
we need the training that leads to-a greater apprecia- 
tion of our national institutions and a better under- 
standing of the relation of our economic and social 
problems to our national life. 


REPAIRS, 


The coal bin in the high school was fireproofed by 
building concrete walls and the ceiling was made of 
hard plaster and steel lathing. This was a very neces- 
sary step in safeguarding our high school property 
from fire hazards. The losses in this State have been 
very large from the burning of school buildings. It is 
a wise policy to remove all possible hazards where the 
replacement value is as large as in the high school. 
Last year the removal of the laboratory from the base- 
ment was a very wise precaution. 

New draper adjustable shades have been purchased 
for the two rooms at Steep Falls and the Albion Howe 
School. These shades are attractive in appearance and 
very durable. 

Two new Royals and two new Underwood type- 
writers were purchased before the advance in prices 
on these machines. Good trade-in values were obtained 
on the old machines. 


A new heater was purchased to heat water for 
shower baths in the high school and a coil was con- 
nected with the boiler for use for this purpose during 
part of the year.
